It aays: "Tbe electoral vote of Indiana 
was obtained for Harrison a>nd Morton 
by the most flagrant crimes against the 
ballot box ever perpetrated In an Amerl 
can commonwealth. .These crimes were 
committed under the direct .^auspices of 
William Wade Dudley, then and upw 
treasurer of the national republican com- 


' mlltee, and by tbe procurement and con- 


ntvance ot republican leaders in this 
stale; and tbe national administration of 
Benjamin Uarriion has made Itself an 
accessory after tbe fact lo those crimes 


f by shielding the criminals from-punish- 


ment, and even by rewarding them for 
iheir knavery. ' That the br»»en proitl- 
tutlon of the machinery • of the federal 
court for the district of Indiana by Its 
judge and attorney, to the service and 
prolectjon of tbe conspirators against 
suffrage constitutes tbe most infamous 
chapter In the Judicial annals of tbe re- 
public.
